It will be seen that it corresponds 
with the first statement made by T h e 
T eleg r a ph on the day the verdict wss 
rendered. 
On the first three ballots they 
stood ten for guilty and two not guilty. 
On the fourth and fifth ballots eleven 
voted a guilty; and on the twelfth all were 
that way. Then on the matter of the 
punishment they stood on the first ballot 
four for hanging and eight for imprison­ 
ment. 
On the second and third ballots 
there were nine for imprisonment and on 
the sixth ballot all voted for imprison­ 
ment. Then on the time to be imposed 
the balloting stood thus; On the first, 
two for twenty years, one for thirty, three 
for sixty, two for eighty and four for 
ninety-nine years. At the second ballot 
on time of imprisonment ten voted for 
giving a life sedtence. 
Wo are not advised in the matttcr bu* 
presume that those jurymen who voted 
“ not guilty” may have so voted as an ex­ 
pression against hanging.

term s as a t preseut w ith the other religious 
bodies of the world as well as w ith the 
statesm en and diplom ats of all nations. The 
whole spirit of Leo X IIF s adm inistration, 
he said, has been to develop the purely 
religious function of the church an d 'to place 
less emphasis than form erly upon its tem ­ 
poral rights and aspirations. 
As a part 
of this policy, the 
Komish church was 
being brought into as near an approach to 
co-operation w ith other churches as possible 
w ithout abandoning its claims to lie the pe­ 
culiar institution of God. 
The result of this 
attitude has been to effect a degree of cor­ 
diality between Rom an Catholic and other 
m inisters of religion throughout the world, 
such as has never before* been witnessed. 
Leo is therefore regarded w ith very differ­ 
ent feelings by other denom inations than 
any form er pope has been, and any indica­ 
tions tha t his career is in danger of being 
term inated before his views nave become 
perm anently rooted in the policy of the 
church would

thre a t­ 
ening

sense. 
There 
is a universal desire am ong the 
leaders of religions throughout tha t his 
holiness m ay survive to see the realization 
of his am bition, which is interpreted to be, 
first a church holding aloof from political 
interference, not abandoning the claim to 
universal suprem acy, but seeking to bring 
about tho eventual recognition of tha t claim 
by reason of the universal spread of a true 
religious feeling, rather than by factional 
intrigue; and second, a recognition, m ean­ 
while, of the pope’s peculiar fitness as an 
arbiter of international disputes.

It is an open secret am ong students 
of religious affairs, continued the ecclesi­ 
astic referred to, (that it was only after 
repeated discussions with his cardinals that 
Pope Leo X III succeeded in convincing them 
of the wisdom of this course. 
The num er­ 
ous meetings of the cardinals, called during 
the first year of the present pontificate and 
the

were really devoted to the elucidation of 
this policy. 
The pope finally succeeded in 
infusing not only confidence, but zeal into 
the body of the eardinalato and priesthood 
in the carrying out of his ideas, which are, 
in substance, tha t in view of the present 
political conditions and those certain to ex - 
ist in the near future, the only w ay in 
which the church can regain its form er 
m oral suprem acy am ong all nations, is by 
such a course as shall win for it the abso­ 
lute confidence and friendship of all rulers, 
as being a representative solely of divinity 
and moral justice, having no political attili- 
ations and being above considerations of 
w erldlv advantage.

Georgy Bancroft, the historian, 
has printed 
a pam phlet denouncing the decision of the 
United States supreme court m ade in M arch 
last, in which tha t tribunal held to be vested 
tho power in the governm ent to issue legal 
tender notes. 
Tho pam phlet is divided into 
four parts. 
The first treats from the first 
issue of bills of public credit in the A m erican 
colonies to their abolition by Connecticut, 
em bracing in time from the year 1090 to 
1755-0. 
The second part is devoted to a history of 
paper money in Am erica from the beginning 
of the seven years' w ar to the constitutional 
convention of the U nited States, covering iu 
tim e from 1755 to Its?» . 
Tin) most im ­ 
portant chapter.is one in which the w riter 
assumes that the constitution has 
been 
wounded in the house of its friends. 
This is a declaration he makes against the 
U nited States supreme court because of its 
legal tender decision. 
He says: ‘‘The court 
falls into a stupendous error when it asserts 
tha t the power of impressing upon notes the 
quality of being a legal tender for the pay­ 
m ent of private debts was universally under­ 
stood to belong to sovereignty in Europe 
and Am erica a t the tim e of tho fram ing and 
adoption of the constitution of the United 
States. 
We have already seen that Fierce 
Butler, of South Carolina, one of its fram ­ 
ers, asserted in the convention: 
‘Paper 
money is a legal tender in no country in 
Europe,’*and his assertion was a t the tim e 
of the calling of the convention strictly 
true. ” 
. 
He says the convention of states for the 
reform of the confederacy refused to con­ 
fer on the legislature of the U nited States 
the power to em it bills of credit or irredeem ­ 
able paper money in any form, and this re­ 
fusal, says Mr. 
Bancroft, “is so complete 
tha t according to all rules by whi* h public 
documents are interpreted it should not be 
treated as questionable.” 
He then proceeds 
to ex amine the m eaning of the ninth article 
of the confederation under which the con­ 
federate states had autho rity to “em it hills 
on the credit of th« U nited States,” and un ­ 
der which the supreme court held that “con­ 
gress is clearly authorized to em it bills of 
credit. ” 
On this point Mr. B ancroft says: 
“Tho 
eighth clause of the seventh article in the 
first d raft of the constitution was as follows: 
‘The legislature of the U nited States shall 
j 
have the power to borrow money and em it 
bills on th* credit of the U nited S tates.’ ” 
The journal of tho convention for Aug. 1C 
makes this record: 
“It was moved and seconded to strike out 
the words “and em it bills,” and tho motion 
to strike out passed in the affirmative.

“S triking out tho words cut off the pre­ 
tex t for a paper currency, and particularly 
for m aking the bills a tender either for pub­ 
lic or private debts.” 
D uring the discussion on thia question 
Gouveneur Morris, of Pennsylvania, who 
moved to strike out tho words “and omit 
bills,” slid: 
“If the United S tat *s have credit such 
bills will be unnecessary; if they have not, 
will he unjust and useless.” 
Oliver Ellsworth, third chief justice of 
the United States, said: 
“This is a favorable m oment to shut and 
bar tho door a?aiu*t papef money.

mind, and have ex cited tho di.sgus’ of all 
the re» N>eetable part of America

CAUSE OF SUDDEN DEATH. 


80 0 N E R OR 
LATER NEARLY 
EV­ 
ERY MAN COM M ITS SUICIDE. 


Sadden Death the Result o t Cause« That 
lie la a Man’s Own Power to Remov e 
—Vitality lowered—Diet, Sleep, 
Intoxicants and Narcotics. 


Notwithstanding the sanitary adv antages 
of our day, ev ery man’s life lies in his own 
hand; and for the most part, sooner or later, 
in one way or another, nearly ev ery man 
commits deliberate suicide. 
Sudden deaths 
w e no exception. 
They are the result of 
causes that lie in a mim’a*>wn jx>wer to re­ 
mov e; that he does not always create them 
does not take away the guilt of his neglect. 
Any one w ho has at all considered the mat­ 
ter must hav e noticed that sudden deaths 
occur, for the most part, just at the setting 
in of winter or of inclement weather. They 
are v ery infrequent in August, September 
and October; and multiply themselv es with 
starting v ehemence in Nov emlier and De­ 
cember. 
Then in the later winter and spring month* 
we hav e pneumonia and sudnen deaths from 
exposure. These exjxMmres can not always 
be prev ented; they more frequently can be. 
One rule alone would sav e 10,000 liv es a 
year; that is, nev er to stand in the streets 
to talk with a friend during the cold and in­ 
clement days; especially during the winter 
days that are less unpleasant, and, in fact, 
inv iting! If a talk must occur, keep walk­ 
ing. Insist on it; adhere to it, and pneu­ 
monia will hav e a poor chance. Add one 
more rule—not to breathe v itiated air, if it 
can possibly be av oided, by night or by day 
—and you are comparativ ely proof to sud­ 
den colds. 
VITALITY LOWERED OR OVER TAXED. 
But the sudden deaths of early w inter aro 
another m atter altogether. 
A ny one who 
grows trees k now's that when a trying win­ 
ter comes it destroys all those* that hav e a 
lowered v itality, either by disease or by Into 
growth in (lutumn, and u failure to get its 
new wood ripened for the cold. 
The trouble 
seems to l>e v ery sim ilar with human l» eings. 
Those who do not seem about to die, are in­ 
deed busy and well all summer, are k nock ed 
out by the first approach of sev ere weather. 
They hav e just used up their daily strength 
a s they went along, and hav e no reserv e 
force for an extra strain. 
The strain conn» 
when they can not be out of doors freely for 
relaxation, and where there is less of a 
healthy sort to reinv igorate them. 
The 
house of a w ealthy m an is full of com forts 
and luxuries. 
He falls back on two methods 
of reliev ing the pressure of business: dining 
his friends, and attending places of amuse­ 
ment. 
Those latter are a tax to any m an 
who is ov erburdened and worn down. W hat 
he needs is sleep and exercise of a genial 
sort. 
The theatre, with all its adv antages, 
is a terrible complication of risk s for any 
one not fully v italised. 
Tho drafts of air, 
the late hours, tho change from hot houses 
to storm y and dam p streets, and the shock 
comes. 
But alm ost without exception these sud­ 
den deaths of distinguished men and nota­ 
bles are reported in this way: “He had 
eaten heartily a dinner with a few friends, 
and seemed in on unusual flow of spirits. 
Soon after dinner he complained of feeling 
unwell. 
It w as thought to be a ease*of pass- 
indigestion,” etc. 
But the m an dies. 
W hy! 
Simply because, already heav ily taxed, ho 
requires his stomach to do 
a sev ere bit of 
drudgery, and it fails. 
A m onth earlier he 
would hav e driv en after dining, or walk ed, 
and he w ould hav e made less of dining. 
But 
now the social days hav e come. 
Ilg eats 
more, giv es his stomach less help, and the 
machinery break s down. 
It is called “heart 
disease,” or it is “apoplexy.” The heart is 
crowded by the stomach; the blood Is re­ 
quired in tho stoma* h to digest; it is called 
oft to the head to sustain a bright conv ersa­ 
tion, or attend to business. 
He is “bright,” 
‘ spark ling;’’ the head conquers; the stomach 
fails; the heurt giv es up, and the m an 
is 
dead. 
DIET—SLEEP— INTOXIC A NTS -N ARCOTICS, 
Two meals a day in w inter are enough 
for ev en laboring men. 
Thrtv for a man of 
inquired v itality are always dangerous. 
It 
tak es fiv e or six hours for a good stomach to 
digest and dispose of a round meal. 
A w eak 
stomach requires much more. 
Bills and po­ 
tion* 
called in to shov el through what 
nature can not deal with. Two meals a day, 
with two hours after each giv en absolutely to 
digestion, will sustain strength, repair waste, 
and giv e Hie maximum of plaawum 
Addqfl to, or a part of, this trouble, arising 
from {tiding to our douxunls upon the Uxly 
when we MithAraw to Wm* activ e. life, is the 
loss' of snood' sietqi.

So 
it is that these sudden deaths m ultiply, and 
men are labeled as dead of heart disease, or 
apoplexy, or paralysis. 
In most cases the 
use of narcotics is secret, but it can t>e al­ 
ways suspected where it is k nown stim ulants 
were not used. 
Our business men and notables w ho are 
thus k illed off are of tw o classes; either those 
who were in early life brought up to out door 
pursuits, or those educated to business. 
The 
ease with which the first succum b to ov er­ 
luxury is well k nown. 
But how with the 
other class i Are the sons of our wealthy 
class inured to the risk s and strain of busi­ 
ness) 
W ith rare exceptions, they are not.— 
G>*^t)e-I)emocrat

And it is simply upon the priucipla 
that heat, which will harden album en of 
cook an egg, will,destroy all anim al poisons. 
And so scarlet-fev er, small ]m>x, measles, 
etc,, will always succumb readily and surely 
to the application of high tem peratures such 
as are possible In the hot-air bath.— 
for.
